To Serve The Indians 

Flying Clinic Provided For Out-Of- 
Way Reserves 

A flying clinic is being used by the 
Indian affairs branch to bring the 
services of modern medicine to out- 
of-the-way Indian reserves in west¬ 
ern Canada. 

A complete diagnostic outfit, in¬ 
cluding X-ray apparatus and an elec¬ 
trical generator to operate it, was 
recently flown from Prince Albert, 
Sask., to Indian residential schools 
at Lac la Ronge and Beauval in 
northern Saskatchewan. There tuber¬ 
culosis clinics were conducted by Dr. 
A. B. Simes, senior Indian affairs 
medical officer for Saskatchewan. 

While planes had-previously been 
used to carry medicine and supplies 
to remote districts this was the first 
time the facilities of a modem clinic 
were brought to the Indians by air. 

Attention to the children in schools 
is considered by officials the most 
effective approach to the eradication 
of diseases to which the Indians are 
susceptible. Many of the pupils have 
been examined by X-ray and good 
results obtained.

As they are peeled, drop them in a 
pan containing weak brine. Use one j 
teaspoon salt to one quart cold 
water. This prevents discoloration. 
As soon as the apples are all peeled, 
bleach them by dipping in boiling 
water for two minutes. 

Pack the hot apples into the jar 
and fill the jar with syrup. Use a 
thin syrup made by boiling one of 
sugar with one of water for five] 
minutes. You will find that It takes 
about one cup of this syrup for a 
quart jar. Fill the jars to overflow¬ 
ing. Partly seal the jars. 

Put a rack in the bottom of the 
boiler and put the jars in the hot 
water. The same water that was used 
for sterilizing the jars can be used 
for this. Cook the apples in the jars 
for thirty minutes after the water 
has started to boil. Remove the jArs 
from the boiler. Seal the jars and 
cool. Test again to be sure that the 
jars are airtight. 

If desired, the apples may he made 
Into applesauce. The hot apple¬ 
sauce should be packed into the jars 
and the time of cooking is then re¬ 
duced to twelve minutes.

NOTES AND COM MENTS 

PROPAGANDA, reams of it, flows through the mails to 
newspaper offices. An enterprising gent gets a job as 
a publicity man, either for a corporation, a movie actor or 
actress, or for a government. He is paid a good salary, 
and usually writes a lot of piffle which cannot be classed as 
news. It is written to boost the particular cause for which 
he works. 

QNE OF the first avenues sought for getting this pnblicty 
before the public is the newspapers. If the radio is 
used, which is seldom, time is paid for. But by some kink 
in the mind of a publicity man, newspapers are looked on 
as lawful prey to print the stuff free. 

'J'HE FIRST thought that strikes the writer when publici¬ 
ty material from any source is received, is that someone 
is being paid to produce and distribute it. On that account 
we also demand that we be paid for printing it. for typeset¬ 
ters do not set it for nothing, neither is the share of the cost 
of overhead, and other labor costs entailed in its production 
met out of thin air. 

'J'HE Social Credit Bureau is one of the offenders in send¬ 
ing out this class of publicity. We have perused it; it' 
straight propaganda for which a former weekly newspaper 
editor favorable to Social Credit is paid $5000 to carry on the 
work of his bureau. The much maligned newspapers which 
Premier Aberhart would control are asked to publish this 
stuff without cost to the government. Was there ever such 
a presumptuous and nervy request? Every newspaper re-] 
ceives sufficient free publicity material every week to make 
a big bonfire. A publisher who wishes to pay his bills can¬ 
not afford to use such stuff. He has to receive a return on 
his production to pay the wages and all the other costs en¬ 
tering into publisinhg a newspaper. ^ 

gHORTLY there will be municipal elections here. Va* 
cancies caused by time expirations of councillors and 
school trustees terms will require to be filled. During the 
past two years the council has carried on the best administra¬ 
te town has seen. There have been more improvements 
made and the money has been spent wisely instead of being 
frittered away on non-permanent work. Relief costs have 
been carefully watched, so that the ratepayers would not be 
subjected to relief being worked as a racket for which the 
working ratepayers must pay. Tax collections during the 
past year were only $384.59 short of the 1937 town tax levy. 
The council’s deliberations have been carried out in har¬ 
mony and in the best interests of the ratepayers. If the 
present councillors could be prevailed upon to stand for an¬ 
other term, it would appear to be good policy. 

gCHOOL AFFAIRS appear tQ be working more smoothly 
than for some time. The building of the new high 
school provided much needed additional facilities and good 
use is being made of them. In fact there appears to be very 
little of a controversial nature looming on the horizon, but 
this should not induce a feeling of indifference. Progress 
is not attained without effort, and at the same time a little 
appreciation should be expressed to those who undertake 
the responsibility of public office. 

PVERY pleasure has its pain—so ’tis said. The fine 
weather of the first week of the year appears to confirm 
it. Colds and minor ailments make life very unpleasant 
for many and the common cold can do a lot of damage and 
cause the loss of innumerable hours of working time. Na¬ 
ture has its own inexorable way of balancing up the good 
with the bad. 


fTORECASTS of provincial legislation to be attempted at 
the next session in Edmonton indicates a desperate ef¬ 
fort will be made to implement the extravagant promises 
made in 1935 by Premier Abereart. Nearly two and a half 
years have passed and nothing has been accomplished to¬ 
wards the fulfilment of “the rapture’’ and dividends for all 
Mr. Aberhart in his broadcasts continues to set up straw 
men so he can knock ’em down and thereby give the impres. 
sion he is carrying on a great battle with unseen foes, of his 
imagination, He says he is pressing steadily forward and 
will not be thwarted. But surely after two and a half years 
there should be something definite accomplished. “Ex¬ 
perts” are being paid big salaries, a Social Credit Board ap¬ 
parently is superior to the cabinet, heavy costs are being in¬ 
curred to carry on propaganda for Social Credit at the pub¬ 
lic expense, and where is it leading to? The same old blind 
alley of futile effort and controversy. Will another insur¬ 
rection break out in the forthcoming session? 


TAX INCREASE PASSED ON? 

It ia often claimed that any in¬ 
crease in the tax load of oil ia im¬ 
mediately passed by the producer to 
the consumer through the medium of 
increased price for gasoline. 

The truth is that this ia not pos¬ 
sible for the great majority of oil 
operators. It is particularly untrue 
with respect to the independent oper¬ 
ators. For example, the independent 
operators own more than 50 per cent 
of the production in Texas. Here the 
increased taxes in the past have been 
largely absorbed by the industry and 
more especially by the producer. 

This is illustrated by the fact that 
i the Texas field gasoline now 
tails approximately at the same price 
it did 15 years ago when oil was sell¬ 
ing at $2.50 per barrel as compared 
with the average price in Texas to¬ 
day of $1.20 a barrel. 

The major part of these increases 
have been absorbed by the industry, 
but the ability to absorb has reached 
reducible minimum point. Any 
'urther substantial increases prob¬ 
ably would be passed through eco¬ 
nomic necessity to the consumer. 
Were this done, the result would be 
adverse effect upon consumptive 
demand, with loss of business and 
employment. —B-29.

Explanations And Comments 

Jesus Preaches in Galilee, Mark 1: 
14, 15. Now after John was delivered 
up, Jesus came into Galilee. Mark 
assumes here a knowledge of the 
Baptist's arrest and imprisonment by 
Herod, but later on (6:14-29) be re¬ 
cords his fate. When John's ministry 
was over, Jesus began his own. He 
came preaching the gospel (or, glad 
tidings, R. Vn.) of God, saying, The 
time is fulfilled, and the Kingdom of 
God is at hand—the world is now 
ready for the new order of things. 

With the announcement that the 
Kingdom was at hand, Jesus issued 
a call to repentance and to belief in 
the good news. The way of entrance 
into all the blessings that the day 
of the Lord may bring is a way of 
moral change of mind and heart'and 
life. The gospel brings its obliga¬ 
tions. It raises new moral standards. 

Four Men Called to Diselpleship, 
Mark 1:10-20. "He ealleth unto him 
whom he would” (Mark 3:13), or as 
Moffatt translates. He summoned the 
men he wanted, and first he called 
two pairs of brothers, fishermen all,! 
to personal companionship with him, I 
that he might teach them. “Come j 
ye after me, and I will make you to! 
become fishers of men,” he told j 
them. "The fisherman Peter did not; 
lay aside his nets but changed them” j 
(Augustine). Jesus’ ministry was j 
an itinerant one; he went about from i 
place to place preaching and healing, j 
The nature of his work made the fel- i 
lowship and apprenticeship of dis- j 
ciples necessary. The prophets had 
had their scholars and the scribes 
had their schools, it was a long es¬ 
tablished custom. But the need of 
a training school was never such as 
now. Jesus had many things to say 
to his followers, that only trained 
hearers could fathom, many things 
to do that only loyal pupils could un- 
. dertake, a legacy of service tq leave 
them that only skilled followers 
could carry out. Straightway they 
left the nets and followed him. The 
wonderful impelling power of Jesus 
is here seen. 

A little farther on Jesus saw two i 
other brothers, James and John, busy 
at mending nets, and them he called 
also. They, too, left their occupa¬ 
tion at once and went after him, 
leaving their father Zebedee in the 
boat with the hired servants. 

He who would decide, as these 
men did, to follow Jesus Christ, to 
live the truth that he taught, to 
exemplify the spirit which ruled in 
his life, has indeed set himself a 
task that would be hopeless were he

Cancer Of IJp And Mouth

cancer is not the result of germ 
action, conditions in one's mouth 
favour the incidence of cancer in 
I that area. Infection of teeth, of

teeth, tobacco, and syphilis. Women 
have less cancer of the mouth than 
men for the reason that women keep 
their teeth cleaner than men do and 
besides women until recently smoked 
less than men. The next 20 years of 
the prevailing tobacco habits of 
women may tell a different story. 

I The influence of chronic irritation 
in causing cancer of the mouth is 
| well illustrated by the betel-nut 
chewers of Eastern lands. Cancer of 
! the mouth in women of this country 
| exists to the extent of about l|10th 
S of one per cent. This incidence in 
Ceylon is 13% and in the Philip- 
j pines 25%. The reason is said to be 
j the irritation produced by the habit 
of betel-nut chewing among women 
of these countries. 

! There is always plenty of warning 
| about lip and mouth cancer. The 
I early signs are white or pearly spots 
I on lips, tongue or inside the mouth, 

> raw sores which show no sign of heal- 
! jng, warty lumps inside the cheek 
! and so on. The aforenamed signs 
J may be observed by anyone.

Mixed Farming 

IT IS EASY to talk about mixed farming, but not 
always easy to achieve it. Western farmers know 
that some land is better for growing wheat alone. 
Even in a drought year it is better to have wheat 
land with no wheat than pasture land with no 
pasture. The wheat can wait until next year, but 
the stock cannot. 

STILL, if one thinks of Canada as a single large 
farm area, it is plain to be seen there is an advan¬ 
tage in having many different kinds of crops 
coming along. It is not likely that they will all 
fail at the same time. There may be fruit in British 
Columbia or maple syrup in Quebec, even if New 
Brunswick potatoes fail. Similarly, butter may be 
churned on the Prairies, even if Ontario cream¬ 
eries have a bad year. In these diversified efforts 
lies^a great part of our strength as a nation. 

THOSE of us who work in factories instead of 
fields like to think that we are part of this diversi¬ 
fied effort. The things we make—cotton goods, 
for instance—are needed. So we keep on produc¬ 
ing crops of cotton goods, feeling that we are part 
of the Canadian plan of mixed production. Like 
the grain farmer, we contribute to the welfare of 
the whole country. That is the advantage of a 
diversified agriculture and a diversified manufac¬ 
turing industry—when some of us suffer bad years, 
the others are on hand to keep things going.
